First In State

Towers School Operates
Own Ham Radio Station

A Torrance elementary
school has been granted per-
mission to operate the only
licensed radio station ever to
he authorized to an elemen-
tary school in the state of
California.

Operating by permission
of the Federal Communica-
tions Commission (FCC)
under call letters WDNW is
a ham station conducted by
the Radio Transmitting So-
ciety at Towers Elementary
School.

Comprised of 16 students,
two parents, and two teach-
ers, the club meets twice a
week in the school's language
laboratory to study the inter-
national Morse code and com-
munications theory and law.
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TO DATE, ten youngsters
and one teacher have passed
the code tests required to ob-
tain individual FCC radio op-
erators’ licenses.

The idea of obtaining the
first elementary school radio
station license occurred to
principal Larry Miller one
day early in January when he
was discussing ham radio as
a hobby with a couple of par-
ents and teachers.

As a result of the discus-
sion, Miller wrote to the FCC
to find out what they would
have to do to qualify for such
a license.

The FCC set down three re-
quirements: they would need
1o have the sponsorship of
the student council, they
would need a licensed opera-
tor to serve as trustee, and
they would have to form a
radio club and set up by-la'vs
